NEW YORK, (AP)—The United Nations assembly Monday 
turned over to the 11-member security council the monumental 
task of setting into motion a program fdr reducing the armies 
of the world and destroying the mass destructive weapons of 


war. 


Ending an historic eight-weeks’ session at 12:44 a.m., 
the top diplomats of 54 nations gave the world its first con- 
crete hope for outlawing war and then headed for home.

The world’s diplomats gave a 
solemn pledge that their countries 
would support immediate steps to 
reduce their armed forces and pro- 
hibit the use of the atomic bomb. 

This was regarded as the most 
significant achievement of the as- 
sembly, which met in the United 
States for the first time and select- 
ed a Manhattan skyscraper site for 
its permanent home.

1,600 Flee Homes 
But Floods Recede 


SEATTLE, (AP)- Silt-laden flood 
waters receded slowly Ssun- 
day from a widespread area of 
inundated lowlands in the White 
River valley, south of Seattle, as! 
hundreds of homeless residents were 
heartened by the weather bureau's 
assurance “the worst is over.” 

Effects rf the flood were still being 
felt, however. A wall of mud 150 
yards in length and 15 feet deep 
Saturday night blocked a secondary 
road 15 miles south of Seattle. Un- 
confirmed reports were being in- 
vestigate’ that two small children 
had been caught in the slide. 

In the desolated White River 
valley more than 1,600 families have 
|been driven from their homes, the 
|Red Cross reported, Livestock losses 
| were expected to be high, and dam- 
age to farins and homes in the fer- 
tile valley was expected to reach 
| $1,000,000. Muddy waters still were 
| churning over a 20-mile-wide area.

Palestine Arabs 
Strike in Protest 


JERUSALEM, (AP)—A two-hour 
Arab strike throughout Palestine 
passed Sunday without incident in 
major Arab communities and with 
only minor disturbances reported 
from rural areas, The strike was 
called by the Arab higher execu- 
tive as a “manifestation of the Arab 
protest’ against continued Jewish 
immigration and against provoca- 
tions of Arabs in their own towns 
and villages by Jewish gangsters.”

Nehru Says India 


Is Leaving Empire 


LONDON, (AP) — The future of 
India was thrust forcefully onto the 
official scene in London Monday by 
Bombay dispatches quoting Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru as_ saying his 
Congress party is taking into its 
own hands the forging of a new in- 
dependent nation. 

The Times of India, published in 


Bombay, said Nehru, leading minis- | 


ter of the India interim government 
had told a reception in Benares that 
“in two or three days’ time India is 
to declare herself out of the British 
Empire.” 

“The constituent assembly will 
pass a resolution declafing India a 
free, sovereign country and we are 
not going to submit our decisions to 


| the British Parliament,” the Times 


quoted Nehru as saying. “We have 
stopped looking toward London. We 
shall solve our own problems. I am 
not worried over the situation. The 
congress has decided to go forward 
vigorously.” 

Nehru’'s statement, coming as the 
house of lords prepared to open the 
third week of discussions here on 
India’s future, carried grave impli- 
cations, 

It could mean open defiance, not 
only of British authorities who are 
preparing to leave India, but also of 
the Moslem league—avowed spokes- 


man of 100,000,000 Moslems in India | 


—which has boycotted the con- 


| stituent assembly Nehru opened a 


week ago at New Delhi. 

Official sources here declined to 
comment on Nehru's statement 
bending clarification of his remarks. 

But one informed source said: 
“Moslem participation is the prime 
consideration for Britain to get out

Doubt 10% Poles 
| Have Tuberculosis

OTTAWA.—Officials in Ottawa | 
scoff at stories that 10 percent of | 
the Polish corps soldiers’ who have 
come to Canada are infected with | 
tuberculosis, | 


| 

That tuberculosis had been found 
among the men was freely admitted, 
but the percentage, spokesmen said, | 
probably was closer to five percent 
or even less. Final figures are not 
yet available, because examinations 
and X-rays still are being made. | 


| They said also that while cases 
| of venereal disease had been dis- | 
| covered among the newcomers, the | 
situation was not serious and could | 
be corrected in a comparatively 
short time. i 


It was explained that X-ray faci- | 
| lities for examining the soldiers be- | 
| fore they left Italy were not avail- 
| able. The men were given a 
| Stethoscope examination, and | 
checked against their own army 
medical records. However, no 
doctor could be sure until an X- 
| Tay had been taken and full clinical 
tests made. 

Even if “shadows” showed on an 
X-ray plate, it could not be deter- 
mined whether it signified an old, 
| healed scar of arrested tuberculosis, 
{or whether it was active. And new 
|cases required meticulous clinical 
| tests to assure certainty of diag- | 
| nosis. None of this could be done 
| thoroughly in Italy. 

But, it was pointed out that all 
these men had been active, appar- 
lently healthy soldiers living a 
| rigorous life. They had their own 
| medical services in the army, and 
| obviously weren't “dying on their | 
| feet.” |

U.N. to Discuss | 
Press Freedom 


NEW YORK, (AP) — Declaring 
freedom of information is the 
“touchstone of all the freedoms to 
which the United Nations is con- 
secrated,” the United Nations as- 
sembly Satw day night unanimously 
adopted a resolution calling for a 
conference of all U.N, members in 
1947 on freedom of information. 

The resolution Jaid down the fol- 
lowing guiding principles: 

“(A) The purpose of the confer- 
ence shall 9e to formulate its views 
concerning the rights, obligations 
and practices which should be in- 
cluded in the concept, of the free- 
dom of information; 

“(B) Delegations shall include 
persons actually engaged or experi- 
enced in press, radio, motion pictures 
and other inedia for the dissemina- 
tion of information.” 

In its preamble, 
stated: 

“Freedom of information implies 
the right to gather, transmit and 
publish news anywhere and every- 
where without fetters. As such it! 
is an essential factor in any serious 
effort to n*omote the peace and 
progress of the world; 

“Freedom of information requires 
as an indispensable element the 
willingness und capacity to employ 
its privileg:: without abuse. It re- 
quires as a basic discipline the moral 
obligation to seek the facts with- 
out prejudice and to spread knowl- 
edge without malicious intent; 

“Understanding and co-operation 
among nations is impossible without 
an alert and sound world opinion 
which, in turn, is wholly dependent 
upon freedom of information.”

MONTREAL, (CP) — The Can- 
ada-United Kingdom wheat agree~ 
ment of July, 1946, was defendea 
Friday as a “stabilizing influence in 
wo.ld trade and an encouragement 
to an expansion of world trade and 
employment” by Hon. James 
Gardiner, federal minister of agri- 
clutire. 

Mr Gardiner, addressing the 
Montreal section of the Agricultura: 
Institute of Canada, said it was 
demonstrated in talks among Ott- 
awa London and Washington of- 
ficials that “every principle em- 
bod‘ed in this contract was not only 
contained in the other food con- 
tracts with Canada but in other 
cotituacts between Britain or tae 
Unit.d States and other countries.’ 

“It was demonstrated that this 
was a commercial transaction con- 
templated within the terms of the 
International Trade organization 
proposals . . such contracts were 
not wilateral arrangements in re-

Throughout Canada, 
says the President, C. H. Carlisle. 


Strong Liquid Position and New High 
in Assets of Bank Reported by 
General Manager, Robert Rae. 


Folly of Industrial Antagonisms 
and Importance of Foreign 
Trade are Stressed. 


At the 76th Annual Meeting of The Dominion 
Bank, held at the Head Office, Toronto, on 
Wednesday, December 11th, the President and the 
General Manager addressed the Shareholders. 


The President, Mr. C. H. Carlisle, was in the Chair. 


BANK’S YEAR REVIEWED BY THE 
GENERAL MANAGER, 
ROBERT RAE 


Mr. Rae pointed out that the Bank was in a soun: 
condition and had made solid progress during the 
year, total assets standing at $340,000,000, the 
highest point in the history of the Bank. 

After providing for Staff Pension Fund eontribu- 
tion, $204,277 for Bank Premises depreciation 
$1,160,000 for Dominion Income and Excess Profits 
Taxes, profits were $860,768. Dividends of $665,006 
were paid, and the balance of $195,768 brought 
Profit and Loss Account to $1,360,735. 

In 1933, because of uncertain business conditions, 
$2,000,000 was transferred from Reserve Fund to a 
special contingency account. It was found unneces- 
sary to use any part of this, and it was re-transferred 
to the Reserve Fund. The Capital structure of the 
Bank is now: Capital paid up, $7,000,000; Reserve 
Fund, $9,000,000; Profit and Loss Account, 
$1,360,735.08; Total, $17,360,735.08. 


Deposits Up Substantially 


Deposits now total $306,171,000 as against 
$274,702,000 last year. Demand deposits are up 
$4,816,000, those bearing interest by $20,207,000 
and Dominion and Provincial Government deposits 
by $6,445,000. r 


Liquid Position Remains Strong 


Cash Assets were $57,810,000, or 18.44% of 
liabilities; total quick assets, $234,990,000, were 
74.95% of liabilities. Investment securities of 
$168,838,000 included $158,397,000 in Dominion 
and Provincial obligations. 


Commercial Loans Increased 


Current Loans totaled $89,550,000, an increase of 
$24,129,000 over a year ago, attributable largely to 
mounting activity in manufacturing.and mer- 
chandising. Some decrease in grain loans reflects 
improved shipping conditions. 


Importance of Foreign Trade 


“The livelihood of approximately three out of 
eight workers depends directly on our export 
industries. It is vitally important that production 
for export be maintained at competitive world 
prices. The export of manufactured goods has been 
on the increase and a continued rise in the amount 
of processing which we apply to our primary products 
before export would be most desirable. We have 
maintained generally a satisfactory level in regard 
to imports, Our exporters and importers would do 
well to make extensive use of the facilities provided 
by Government services.” 


Industrial Disputes Regrettable 


“It is regrettable that at the commencement of 
the reconstruction period we have had to face bitter 
disputes between capital and labour, It is to be 
hoped that following the settlement of most of these 
strikes, the folly of such antagonisms will become 
apparent to all and that Canada will go forward 
resolutely and, forsaking such quarrels, will enjoy a 
lengthy period of prosperity. Your Bank stands 
ever ready to co-operate in all worthwhile sims 
which will contribute to that end and to the genera! 
well-being of our citizens.” 


MR. C, H. CARLISLE, PRESIDENT, 
DISCUSSES PROBLEMS OF 
THE COUNTRY 


In addressing the Shareholde the President, 
Mr. C. H. Carlisle, said that the Bank had had one 
of the most successful years in its history, and 
would continue to expand its operations by opening 
new branches, 

“At no previous time has there been so great 
confusion, instability and danger as now exists 
among the nations of the world. Canada cannot be 


free, and cannot isolate herself, from the influence of 
these conditions. This has been made more than 
apparent in the recent exposure of an espionage plot, 
the purpose of which was to give to a foreign nation 
vital information as to our industries, our financing 
and the scientific developments of our war depart- 
ments. The Commissioners make it clear that 
Communism is the seed bed of the entire conspiracy. 


Communism Operating in Canada 


“The stealthy, poisonous plegue of Communism 
has fallen on many localities throughout Canada, and 


“to a greater extent than people are generally aware. 


Its doctrines are directly opposed to all our demo- 
cratic concepts and to every instinct and aspiration 
of a free people. There are many who attribute the 
spread of Communism in our country to educational 
institutions, both in the primary and the higher 
field. Certainly all good citizens are anxious to 

rve the widest measure of academic freedom. 

‘o this, as to all other human rights, there must, 
I submit, be limitation. No nation can suffer with 
impunity, and, indeed, without the utmost peril, the 
propagation of doctrines which sap the very founda- 
tions of its existence. This truth Canada is now 
discovering. 

“Byery country should have the right to choos 
and maintain a government of its own selection 
We possess that right and concede it to all others, 
We desire to co-operate with a government so choser 
regardless of how much it may differ from: our own 
in form, policy or administration, We choose 
ourselves, a democratic form of government because 
only under such can freedom Jong survive. Our 
responsibility is to defend it not only against 
ureaslon from without but against treason from 
vithin. 


We Have Maximum of Freedom 


“A democratic government is responsible to ti 
people. It is created and maintained by the peopl 
ind in due course it is removed by the people. Under 
it, all of every rank have the maximum of choice 
and initiative. Every one has equal opportunity for 
a voice in the making of the law and has equal 
rights under the law. Compare the privileges we 
have, the comforts we enjoy, with those of the 
greatest of totalitarian states—Russia. In Russia, 
there is only one political party because only one is 
permitted: one source of employment, one source of 
control—the State. In Canada there are several 
political parties, and the protection of a free and 
secret ballot. In Russia the theatres and newspapers 
are controlled by the State. The people see and hear 
and read only what the State permits. In Canada 
theatres are uncontrolled excepting in matters 
vertaining to decency and the saiety of the nation. 
Russia has one radio for every ninety people; we 
have one for every seven, Russia has one passenger 
automobile for every two hundred and fifty people; 
we have one for every ten. Russia’s household 
appliances are very limited. These appliances are 
the usual equipment in the average Canadian home. 
Russia’s railroad facilities are decidedly inadequate. 
Per capita, Canada has the largest railroad system 
of any country in the world. It is difficult to under- 
stand why anyone would advocate that we discard 
these privileges and accept Communism or totali- 
tarianism in any form 


Industrial Warfare 


“In the United States and in Canada, labour 
organizations were accepted by the people in the 
belief that the unions had for their purpose the 
betterment of industrial conditions, and especially 
the conditions of the working people. Has this 
purpose been achieved? Today we have over the 
Anglo-Saxon world industrial warfare which threat- 
ens the supremacy of both Government and law. 
Such a threat must be hurled back and kept back 
or civilization is lost. Nothing ever was plainer than 
that today the strike weapon is being overworked. 


Strike Losses Appalling 


“In strike-bound plants figures are available 
showing the loss to companies and to their em- 
rluyees. The aggregate of this loss is really appal- 
4 Indirect losses, both in extentgind value, are 
even greater, and affect adversely Government, 
industry, labour and people in general 

“Within the fourteen month period ending 
October 31st, 1946, strikes have occurred in many 
Canadian industries, namely; Automobiles and 
Parts, Logging, Rubber, Steel and Products, Elec- 
wical Apparatus, Textiles, Coal Mining, Copper 
Mining, Brass, Electro-Metallurgy, Newspaper 
Printing, Shipping, Foundry, Salt and Soda Ash; 
resulting in the loss of five million four hundred and 
fifty-two thousand working days. In the six month 
period from May Ist to October 3ist, the loss in 
wages was more than $29,000,000, involving 
119,000 workers. 


Results of Strikes 


“House construction was stagnant while we waited 
for lumber, nails, plumbing fixtures, ete., and some 
worthy families were forced to live in shacks and 
even in barns. Due to insufficient containers, 
quantities of food products badly needed by hungry 
millions were lost. New cars and trucks remained 


idle due to strike-bound rubber tire plants. Farm 
machinery was not available. Delivery of news- 

rint, one of our principal exports, was handicapped 

Vv shipping ailuee. Even our salt supply was 
interfered with. The protracted textile strike 
greatly reduced the quantity, quality and variety 
of our household requirements and clothing. That 
such a situation should exist is reprehensible. That 
it shall continue to exist is incredible. 


Certain Fundamental Rights 


“Certain principles seem to me basic to civilize 
tion. There cannot be permitted any abridgment 
of the right of ownership of aes tap | and access to 
same, except by Statutes Feely enacted. These 
things cannot be flouted by mobs. We must not 
permit the right to work to be limited by the 
membership in any particular organization. 'Thes« 
rights are fundamental and unchallengeable. Fur- 
ther, we cannot maintain our national economy if 
costs of production so ascend as to compel selling 
prices to rise beyond the purchasing power of domes- 
tic and foreign markets. Production and service are 
the only sources of wealth. Wealth must be created 
before it can be distributed. Everyone, therefore 
must suffer—and particularly those with leasi 
resources—when production and service diminis!) 


Labour Organizations Essential 


“Labour organizations are essential, and und 
proper leadership should be of special assistance i 
the betterment of production and service. Thi 
International Ladies’ Garment Workers Union 
under the General Managership of Julius Hochman 
has proven that labour organizations can work han 
in hand with industry to the betterment of all 
I quote from a statement made by Mr. Hochman 
“Since 1933 the Dressmakers’ Union has had n 
need for strikes. There have been heated negotia 
tions and sharp differences of opinion, but they have 
always been amicably adjusted—to the advantag: 
of the industry as a whole. 

“Industry has failed largely in not taking th: 
lead in industrial relations, in not keeping it» 
employees and the public well informed of its plans, 

f its operations and of its financial requirements 


Tt is essential also that industry give conaideration 
to the viewpoints and requirements of its employees. 
This is the basis of co-operation. Efficiently estab- 
lished Governments settle their disputes through 
established courts of law. 


Let Courts Adjudicate 


“T know of no country that has a superior judiciary 
system to that of Canada. Her judges are divorced 
from political influence. They are appointed for a 
period of their useful years. They are subject to 
recall for just cause. They are not permitted to sit 
in judgment on any case wherein they have a direct 
or an indirect interest. The decision of the court is 
final. Out of the myriad of disputes arising from our 
daily activities, a very small percentage come before 
the courts for decision. It appears advisable that 
our industrial disputes should be brought before 
such an impartial and efficient body for adjudica- 
tion. The referring of our industrial disputes to the 
courts would eliminate a great inconvenience and 
loss to the people, production would not be inter- 
fered with, employees would not remain idle, nor 
would they be required, as they are now, to spend 
their savings for their maintenance during pro- 
tracted strikes. Judgments rendered would estab- 
lish criterion in arbitrating industrial disputes. 
The implementing of such a plan would uire 
additional judges and court facilities, but suc! 
expense is minor indeed as compared to the loss 
sustained through protracted strikes. 

“If political influence were eliminated, equitable 
aws enacted, and a legal status established whereby 
ach would have equal responsibilities, which does 
‘ot now exist, it would go a long way in solving our 

resent industrial disputes. 


Reason for Hope in Future 


“Canada after the first Great War had major 
djustments to make. They were made. She now 
ius major adjustments confronting her again. They 
will be accomplished. We can look forward with 
hope in these troublesome days, when we appraise 
yur abundant natural wealth, our efficient industries 
and the high general level of men that work in them, 
and the many things that have produced, and still 
can produce, a happy and prosperous people.”
